to report what State their Proceedings were in at the End of 
the then laft Law Term.

My Lords, and Gentlemen, 

1 AM commanded by the Lords CommilTioners of the Treafury, to 
obferve to you, that, notwithftanding their repeated Letters on the Subjed 



of the Balances due by Difmiffed and Deceafed Colledors, little Progrefs 



appears to have been made in the Recovery of them. It is wdth the moft 
ferioiis Concern that my Lords have obfcrved, that, on the 5th of January 
laft, they ftill amounted to the enormous Sum of X- i -0,31 5. 6 s. 



My Lords deem it to be of the utmoft Importance to the Public, that 
the moft effedlual Means fhould be adopted to bring thofe Balances into 
the Exchequer; and further are of Opinion, that nothing will tend more 
effectually to prevent in future large Balances being loft to the Public, by 
the Negligence or Diftionefty of the Officers employed in the Colledion 
of HisMajefty’s Revenue, as a firm Determination of vigoroufly profc- 
cuting fuch Public Defaulters. 



For the Purpofe, therefore, of fliewing you the abfolute Necefiity of 
your Board applying the moft effedual Superintendance of the Proceedings 
of the Law Officers of the Revenue ; 



I have their Lordfliips Commands to fend you Copies of the feveral 
Letters which have been written on the Subjedt, with an Account of the 
Proceedings which were had in confequencc thereof. 

The firft Letter which their Lordfbips defire me to mention, is that 
dated the 7th May 1796; this Letter direds you to lay before their 
Lordlhips, “ A Statement of the Balances due to the Crown at that Time 
“ by Difmified and Deceafed Collcdors, with the fteps taken for the 
Recovery of the fame." 

In 
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In anfwer to this Letter you were pleafcd to ftate (on the ioch of 
Auguft 1796) “That you had given Mr. Carr Directions on the 4th offaid 
“ Month, to fue for each and every of the Balances due by DifmifTed 
“ and Deceafed Collectors (fo far as relates to the Inland Department) and 
“ to report oppofite to each Cafe, in three Months from that Date.” 

In confequence of the foregoing Letter their Lordihips did, on the 7th 
December 1796, requeft of you to acquaint them, “ What fteps Mr. Carr 
“ had taken fince the 4th of Auguft lad, for the Recovery -of the Balances 
“ above-mentioned, and how the Proceedings ftood on that Day.” 

And on the 1 6th of December 1796, their Lordihips required the 
Attendance of Mr. Carr, Solicitor for the Inland Department, and Mr. 
Waller, for the Cuftoms, on the following Day at the Treafury. 

Mr. Carr and Mr. Waller having attended agreeably to their Lordihips 
Orders, it appeared that there were fome of the DifmijTcd and Deceafed 
Collectors, whofe Balances had not been, by the Accountant General, 
returned to them with that Accuracy as would enable them to proceed 
againft rhofe Perfons. 

On receiving this Information, the Accountant General was required 
forthwith to furnilh their Lordihips with the Balances due by each of the ‘ 
following Perfons, viz. 

Henry Tifdall, late Collector of Athlone. 

Edward Hunt, Surveyor General, when in charge of the Collection 
of Athlone. 

Hon“® John Browne, late Collector of Foxford 

David Freeman, late Collector of Foxford. 

The above not having been complied with, their Lordihips, on the 9th 
of May *798, directed, “ That Mr. Carr, Solicitor for the Excife, and 
“ Mr. Waller, Solicitor for the Cuftoms, Hiould immediately, after the 
“ Conclufion of the Term then fitting, ftate the Progrefs their Proceedings 

were in for the Recovery of the Balances due by DifmifTed and Deceafed 
“ Collectors j alfo what Sums had been recovered in confequence of fuch 
“ Proceedings, particularizing each Sum, and the Names of the Parties 
“ from whom it was recovered.” 

And their I^ordlhips not having received the Information required by 
the foregoing Letter, did, on the iftof June 1799, fend you the fol- 
lowing Letter, viz.

My Lords, and Gentlemen, 

“ THE Lords Commiflioners of the Trcafuvy, by their Letter of the 
“ 7th December 1796, did requell you to acquaint them what fteps Mr. 

■■ Carr had taken for the Recovery of the Balan'ces due by Difmifled and 
■' Deccafed Colledors, and how the Proceedings ftood on faid Day. 

“ There haying alfo arofe fotne DifEculty with the Solicitors of the 
“ Revenue, relative to the Recovery of the Balances due by Henry Tifdall, 

" Elq. late Colkaor of Athlone; Edward Hunt. Efq. Surveyor General. 

when in charge of the Coileaion of Athlone t the Hon. John Browne, 

“ late Colkaor of Foxford ; and David Freeman, Efq. late Collector of 
“ Foxford j their Lordfliips did ifiue Diredions to the Accountant 
" General on the iqthof December 1796, forthwith to forniih the Balance 
“ that each of thofc .Accountants did adually owe. 

“ That on the 9th May 1798, their Lordlhips iffoed Direaions to 
•' Richard Waller, and R. C. Carr, Efqrs. Solicitors, to report to them, 
" after the Term then fitting, what State or Progrefs their Proceedings 
‘1 were in for the Recovery of Difmifled and Deceafed Collectors Balances, 
« what Sums were recovered in confcquence of fuch Proceedmp, fince 
their Lordftiips Diredion to them on the Subjed, particularizing each 

“ Sum, andihe Parties from whom it was recovered. 

“ I am therefore commanded by their Lordlhips to rcqueftyoii to call on 
« the fcveralOfficers mentioned, to report on the fame, it being neceffary 
“ for the Public Service that their Lordlhips Ihoiild be furnifticd with the 
■■ Information required by their feveral Letters, and thatMeafurcs Ihould 
“ be immediately taken for the Recovery of what may be due by the 
•' feverai Difmiffed and Deceafed Colledors as aforefaid.”' 

The Information required by the foregoing Letter of the til of June 
1799, not having been received, their Lordlhips, on the 23d of Odober 
I goo, direfled tbe following Leccer to be fenc to you, viz.

“ THE Lords Commiflioncrs of the Treafury, in a Letter addrefled CO 
you- on the ift June I799> requefted you woujd call on the feveral 
Officers mentioned ■ therein, to report to me for their Lordflilps Infor- 
mation ; 

“ I ft. W hat fieps have been taken for the Recovery of the Balances due 
‘* by DifmiiTed and Deceafed Collcdtors : 

andiy. What Balances were due by each individual Difmifled and 
Deceafed Colledor. 

“ The firft not having been received, and thefecond not being com- 
plete, their Lordfhips have direfted me- to acquaint you, that they 
think it necefTary you fhould iflbe Direftions to the Port and Excife 
Solicitors and Accountant General, to attend their Lordthips at one 
o’clock To-morrow at the Treafury.” 

The Solicitors and Deputy Accountant General having attended agree- 
ably to their Lordfhips Letter of the 23d of 06 t. 1 800, it again appeared, 
that the Solicitors were not furnifhed with the a(S;ual Balances due by 
feveral of the Colleftors, which prevented them from proceeding in that 
Manner as to enfurc S'uccefs and enforce Payment. 

From the whole of the foregoing Letters, it muft appear how negligent 
the feveral Officers employed in the Law Department of the Revenue 
have been in the Performance of their Duty; and my Lords did hope that 
you would have exerted your Authority on this Occafion, by calling on 
the feveral Perfons concerned to report from time to time their Proceed- 
ings, which would have obliged them to proceed with Energy, when they 
perceived that your Board would infift on the Performance of their 
Duty. 

I am now therefore commanded by their LordOiips to acquaint you, 
that they expe( 5 b you will forthwiih direft the Accountant General to ftate 
to you the Balance due by each Difmiffed and Deceafed Colleftor on the 
25th of March 1796, with the Names and Balances due by each of chofe 
who have become fo fince that Day to the 5th of January iaft; aifo the 
feveral Sums paid in difeharge of faid Balances, with the Date of each 
Payment, and from whom recovered; and alfo the remaining Balance 
due by each Difmifred and Deceafed Collcftor on the 5th of July Iaft.

"In obedience to your Honour’s Order, I lay before you the following 

Account of the Proceedings againft Difniiilcd and Deceafed Col- 
leftors in the Inland Department of the Revenue. 

Sir John Stewart Hamilton, Bart. Collctftor. 

In this Cafe Cha“ IVEClenachan was Surety for 
the Colledlor, and it appeared that he folely afted in 
the Bufinefs of the Collection, and the Balance due 
in his Hands, and on his Death came into the Hands 
' of Charles M'Clcnaehan his Son, his Heir and Execu- 
tor, and Proceedings by Scire-facias were had on -the Bond by the Coiledlor, 
and the faid Charles M'Clenachari the Son, to which every Oppofition was 
given. In the Year 1794, the Attorney General replied to the Plea of the 
faid Charles M'Clenachan, and he applied to the Court for Time to 
rejoin, w'hich the Court granted} but inftead of rejoining he filed a 
Demurrer to the Replication, and in Hilary 1795 the Court fet afide the 
Demurrer, and gave him liberty to file a Rejoinder, which has been filed, 
•but it is not iffuable, and it is now before the Attorney General for his 
Diredtions in what Manner to proceed on it. 

Kilkenny. 1 In this Cafe the faid King was appointed Col- 
Ciwow King, ColP. \ Vedior, but he was only nominated by Daniel Ofborne, 

■1 who was to adl as it were under him, and to be the 
efficient Perfon, and the faid Ofborne having been the Perfon who re- 
ceived the Money, the Balance was due by him. 

’Ofborne was a Surety for King, and Proceedings were had againft 
(him) and the Lands of Grange and Kilim’ Oliver, in the County of 
Kilkenny, were f ized into the King’s Hands} the faid Cfborne with-' 
drew from the Kingdom, and William Ofborne his Son became pofTeflld 
of his Property. In 1793, the faid Ofborne the Son having laid the 
Circumftances of his Affairs before the Commiffioncrs cf the Revenue,'-

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and propofed to pay the Balance, being then £. 1,062. 17J. 6 d. by Inftal- 
ments, 2 - 250 - one Month, 100. on iftofMay 17945 and from thence 
jf.

In this Cafe all the Sureties for the Coliedlor 
died, and the late Ear! of Wandesford was the only 
Surety, -whofe- Eftate after his Death was fubjectito 
his Debts, and a Scire-facias againft the Heir and 



Tertenants of the faid Earl of Wandesford ilTued, to which the Countefs 



of Ormonde pleaded, that the Earl of Wandesford was not fe^fed of the 



Lands which the Sheriff had returned as having been his Eftate. 



This rendered it neceffary to'difeover the Circumftances of the Eftate, 
and ffom Searches made, and from the Will of the Earl of W^andesfbrd, 
it appeared, that there were Incumbrances on the Eftate, which at com- 
mon Law (the legal Eftate in the Lands not being the Earl of Wandes-. 
ford’s) might be a Bar ; and it having appeared that by his Will he 
devifed his Eftate to Truftees, in Truft amongft other Things to pay 
his Debts, and a State of the Circumftances having been laid before the 
Attorney General for his Advice, whether by a Proceeding in Equity the 
Eftate might not be fold according to the Will, he approved of the fame, 
and an Information in Equity to be decreed to a Sale was filed, and Pro- 
cefsferved; fhortly after which the Earl of Ormonde died, and the Cif- 
curaftances of the Cafe having been thereby altered, a new Informa- 
tion was filed, but the John Butler Wandesford, the fecond Hon 

to whom the Eftate of the Earl of Wandesford was limited, after the 
Deceafe of the Countefs of Ormonde, immediately afterwards died, and 
another Information, according to the Circumftances, has been lately filed. 



I ln this Cafe the Collector died without leaving 
any Troperty, and Proceedings by Scire-facias were 
had againft the Heir and Tertenants of Duke 
Tyrrell his Brother, w.ho was one of his Sureties, 
and who had died, and the Sheriff returned thereon that he w.as feifed of 
certain Lands in the County of Weftmeath ; after the uftial Proceedings 
the Lands were feized ; but it afterwards appeared that the Lands were 
mortgaged and fold under a Decree, and chat the. Crown could not purfue 
them. The late Lord Belvedere was Surety for the Collector, and there- 
upon 
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Upon Proceedings againfl; his Heir and Tertcnants were had by Scire- facias, 
to which the prefent Ear! of Belvedere filed a Plea of Non-Seizen, as in 
the former Cafe of the HarlofWandesforci, to v.'hich, from Information lately 
received, this Cafe is fomewhat Cmilarj and it feems as if ah Information 
in Equity for a Sale would be proper, and a State of the Ciicumfiances 
has been prepared for the Advice of the Attorney General, and fuch Pro- 
ceedings as he ihall advile will bepurfued.

It appeared' that the Property ^f the 
Colledlor wa.s embarrafied with prior Incumbrances, and with a Settle- 
ment by which he was Tenant for Life, and t'lat ic^wbold be extremely 
difficult to recover any thing out of icj but as the Proceeding.^ were im- 
pending, the faid Knox laid be-fare the then Law Officers for the Crown, 
a State of his Circumfiances, with a Propofal to fccure a certain Sum by 
way of Compofition for the whole. 



The Law Officers faw.,. that. though they were to proceed to the utmof!:, 
they could not recover lb much as he offered to feciire j yet they thought 
it inexpedient in the Lifetime of a Colledlor (left it might be an En- 
couragement to others to run in Arrear) to agree to fuch a Compofition': 
Attempts were made to arreft the faid Knox, which Ive evaded and ab- 
fconded, and afterwards' died, fo that the Remainder of the Debt he 
owed cannot be recovered.

A Scirc-ficias ilTued h\ iWs Cafe, aeNrJ’t 
the Heir aiid Tertenaius of ihe faid Kicnaui 
Tonlon, and the SliciilT lerurncd 2.012 Te- 
nants and UVD Heirs ferved, the Fees of 
which would have corns 10 mo-e chan the 
Sum returned to he clue on the Account ; 
and this was ailedged to be a Surcharge for 
the Goods of feme wrecked or (Irunded 
Vefiel, which the CoUeftor bad nothing to 
fay to. 

The Solicitor never heard of any Proceed- 
ino-s or of any Order to proceed, nor doss he 
hdieve it pollible to lird out any Froreriyof 
the Rcpreicntacivcs of either the Principal or 
his Sureties. 

The late Lord Cunningham, one of Mr. 
Spaight’s Securities, was applied to by 
Letter on the 'Subjecl in Oclcber 17S2, and 
don't find chat any Proceedings were fince 
had ; but if the Lords of theTreafury defire 
the Solicitor, he will cake Proceedings againll 
the Heir and i'ertenants of the lace Lo;d 
Cunningham.

Several Proceedings were had againft 
James Cavendilh, and againlt the Heir and 
Tertenancs of the late Sir Henry Cavendifli, 
and againft Guy Moore Coote, the two- 
Sureties j but thofe againft Mr. Coote were 
ftopped by the Board in 1782: At length 
Mr. Cavendifti’s Eftate in the County of 
Tipperary was granted in Cuftodiom, but 
there being prior Cuftodeesin PoilelTion, the 
firft Payment that was made was izth May 
1788, as appears by the Account of Mr. 
Richard Birch, who was appointed Receiver ; 
therefore as Mr. Cavendifti’s Eftate was con- 
ceived to be fufficient to pay the Debt, 
it was thought fevere to take any further 
Proceedings againft his Sureties. 

Upon Mr. Loftus being appointed Col- 
leflor, he appointed Mr. Heyrick Money- 
penny his Pro-Collctlor, which faid Money- 
penny, together with Thomas Read, Edward 
Courtney, Zacharlah Maxwell, and John 
Page, entered into a joint Bond to Mr. Loftus, 
in the Sum of 800. conditioned for Money- 
penny’s faithful Difcharge of his Duty.
